Thousands of speeding tickets have 
been issued in the HRM this year, 
the bulk of which come from police 
hiding in blind spots, over hill crests 
and around comer bends. 

But Halifax police aren’t mak¬ 
ing any apologies. 

“If they want to take the chance 
and speed, that’s the choice they 
made,” said HRM traffic enforcer 
Const. Tracey MacDonald. 

Through to the end of August, 
more than 6,900 HRM speeders 
have been handed fines in 2011. 
Most were driving 16-30 km/h over 
the posted speed limit. 

According to HRP spokesperson 
Const. Brian Palmeter, that’s 
because they think they can get 
away with it. 

“I think people have the misin¬ 
terpretation that they are able to 
drive at those speeds, like if some¬ 
one were to drive 115 km/h when 
the limit is 100 km/h,” said Palme¬ 
ter. “But the reality is, they can’t, 
and they will get caught.” 

Just out of Cathy Poirier’s view 
on Glendale Drive in Lower 
Sackville was MacDonald’s police 
SUV.

Poirier — driving 23 km/h over 
the 60 km/h limit — didn’t escape 
his Lidar, but she didn’t mind. 

“By all means, it’s their job. You 
have to keep people from speed¬ 
ing,” she said. “It will definitely pre¬ 
vent me from speeding again.” 

What she doesn’t agree with are 
some of the posted speed limits 
around town, noting the scene of 
the crime: The portion of Glendale 
Drive between Highway 102 and 
Cobequid Road. 

MacDonald, who’s been with the 
force for 20 years, has caught more 
than a few people with a heavy foot 
since joining the traffic enforce¬ 
ment unit in January.

Consumer and industry 
advocates reached an 
eleventh-hour agreement 
with Nova Scotia Power 
Inc. on rate hikes for 2012. 

Under the agreement, 
power rates would in¬ 
crease by 5.06 per cent 
next year, down from 
NSPI’s initial ask of a 7.2 
per cent hike. 

The utility also dropped 
their request to increase 
the return on common eq¬ 
uity to 9.6 per cent, drop¬ 
ping it to 9.2 per cent — a 
difference of approximate¬ 
ly $7 million for the com¬ 
pany. 

NSPI also put a freeze 
on executive bonuses for 
2012 — a mostly cosmetic 
gesture that reduces the 
company’s revenue re¬ 
quirement by $250,000. 
Salary-increase assump¬ 
tions were also lowered, 
resulting in a revenue re¬ 
quirement decrease of 
$470,000. 

“The settlement agree¬ 
ment today reflects a col¬ 
laborative piece of work 
between Nova Scotia Pow¬ 
er and all of our customer 
representatives. We’re all 
in this together,” said Rob 
Bennent, NSPI’s president 
and CEO, yesterday. 

“We’ve put the mecha¬ 
nisms in place with this 
rate adjustment to contin¬ 
ue ... to move away from 
coal and to meet some of

Halifax residents voiced a 
number of concerns 
surrounding proposed new 
polling boundaries on the 
peninsula at city hall last 
night. 

About 40 people, includ¬ 
ing councillors, staff and 
the public, showed up at an 
information session to lis¬ 
ten to municipal clerk 
Cathy Mellett describe the 
two scenarios being consid¬ 
ered by staff. 

Both scenarios reduce 
the number of polling dis¬ 
tricts on the peninsula to 
three, down from four. If 
you bring in districts 
partially on the peninsula, 
urban Halifax councillors 
would be reduced from six 
to three. 

“My personal view is 
that they’ve shifted the im¬ 
portance of the former city 
of Halifax off of the penin¬ 
sula and into the old coun¬ 
ty areas,” Downtown Coun. 
Dawn Sloane said. 

Many speakers at the 
meeting echoed Sloane’s 
concern. Some also noted 
that under the proposed 
new boundaries the vast 
majority of public housing 
would be contained within 
one district. A similar con¬ 
cern was raised with regard 
to seniors’ complexes. 

But nearly all speakers 
expressed frustration at 
both the lack of public 
knowledge around the in¬ 
formation sessions and the 
process, as well as the

So where does the 
money go? 

According to Nova 
Scotia’s Department of 
Justice, tickets are 
divided into three 
parts: A court fee, vic¬ 
tim surcharge and fine. 

Court fees head to 
the Department of Jus¬ 
tice, and the victim 
surcharge goes to a 
provincial trust fund. 

The fine portion is 
allocated depending 
upon what level of gov¬ 
ernment issues the 
ticket. If it’s HRP, the 
money goes to the mu¬ 
nicipality. An RCMP-is- 
sued ticket is funnelled 
to the province under 
general revenue.

art welding stations and 
supplies worth $112,500 to 
be used at the Akerley cam¬ 
pus.

“When we’re in trade 
school, it’s hard to have ac¬ 
cess to all the resources we 
need. There’s a lot of equip¬ 
ment that comes with our 
trade, and to have it at our 
fingertips is going to be fan¬ 
tastic,” said the third-year 
apprentice. “It will put us 
way ahead of the game.” 

Mike Roberts, vice-presi¬ 
dent of corporate develop¬ 
ment for Irving, said, “It’s a 
great first step” in landing a 
federal shipbuilding con¬ 
tract worth $25 billion.

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Politicians unite to remember Jack 


O Layton died of cancer last month 
O Prime minister says NDP leader 
was a fighter until the end

Politicking and partisan¬ 
ship briefly evaporated in 
the House of Commons 
yesterday as MPs remem¬ 
bered Jack Layton’s 
courage, optimism and 
kindness. 

The bitterness that has 
become a hallmark of par¬ 
liamentary debate in re¬ 
cent years was nowhere in 
evidence as the tributes 
rolled out to waves of ap¬ 
plause in the chamber 
where Layton often plead¬ 
ed for greater civility. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper praised the late 
NDP leader as one who 
earned the affection and re¬ 
spect of his fellow MPs. 

Harper spoke of friend¬ 
ships that can grow even 
between opponents. 

“In the case of Jack Lay- 
ton, I believe that all of us 
developed this affection in¬ 
exorably,” Harper said. 

“His passion, his perse¬ 
verance, his ability to be at 
once tough and cheerful 
would eventually win over 
even those who most

strongly disagreed with 
him.” 

He said he and Layton 
rarely agreed, but they 
shared a love of country. 

“In the heat of our de¬ 
bates, we too often forget 
that people of good will 
share the deepest motiva¬ 
tions and the highest aspi¬ 
rations,” he said. “We differ 
only on how we believe we 
should act on these in or¬ 
der to address the practical 
problems that lie before 
us.” 

Interim NDP Leader Ny- 
cole Turmel pledged to 


keep her party true to Lay¬ 
ton’s legacy. 

“Day after day, he 
fought for the little guy,” 
she said. “In Jack Layton’s 
memory we carry on this 
work.” 

Bob Rae, the interim Lib¬ 
eral leader, had a catch in 


his voice as he remem¬ 
bered Layton. 

“While Jack is gone and 
has passed away, the 
things that he stood for 
and the values that he had 
and the warmth and 
strength and quality of his 
personality will never die, 


will never disappear,” Rae 
said. 

He said Layton will not 
be forgotten. 

“As an adversary and as 
a friend we shall miss 
him.”

Top soldier retreats from spending comments

On Sunday, Natynczylc 
said the trip was author¬

Peter MacKay and that he 
wouldn’t repay the cost of 
the vacation flight.

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Villagers in awe of mountain

Bold farmers in Indonesia 
routinely ignore orders to 
evacuate the slopes of live 
volcanoes, but those living 
on Tambora took no 
chances when history’s 
deadliest mountain rum¬ 
bled ominously this month. 

Villagers like Hasanud- 
din Sanusi have heard since 
they were young how the 
mountain they call home 
once blew apart in the 


largest eruption ever 
recorded — an 1815 event 
widely forgotten outside 
their region. 

The 45-year-old farmer 
didn’t wait to hear what ex¬ 
perts had to say when 
Mount Tambora started be¬ 
ing rocked by a steady 
stream of quakes. He 
grabbed his wife and four 
young children, packed his 
belongings and raced down 


its quivering slopes. 

“It was like a horror sto¬ 
ry, growing up,” said 
Hasanuddin, who joined 
hundreds of others in refus¬ 
ing to return to their moun¬ 
tainside villages for several 
days despite assurances 
they were safe. “A dragon 
sleeping inside the crater, 
that’s what we thought. If 
we made him angry — 
were disrespectful to na¬ 


ture ... he’d wake up spit¬ 
ting flames.” 

Authorities raised the 
alert to the second-highest 
level two weeks ago but 
said only villagers within 
three kilometres from the 
crater needed to evacuate. 

That didn’t stop hun¬ 
dreds of men, women and 
children living well outside 
the danger zone from leav¬ 
ing.

For the love of music 

O Director Cameron Crowe indulges his passion for music and Eddie Vedder in Pearl Jam Twenty

Music has always played a 
major part in director 
Cameron Crowe’s films, 
with 2000’s Almost Famous 
being perhaps the most 
music-centric. So it was on¬ 
ly a matter of time before 
he threw himself complete¬ 
ly into a rock and roll docu¬ 
mentary like he’s done 
with Pearl Jam Twenty, 
about the iconic Seattle 
band. “Almost Famous was 
about loving music and be¬ 
ing a fan, and Pearl Jam 
Twenty is about loving mu¬ 
sic and being a band,” 
Crowe explains. 

The film premieres 
tonight in cities around the 
world as a one-night cine¬ 
matic event before starting 


week-long runs in select 
cities Friday and heading to 
DVD October 25. Accompa¬ 
nying the film is a compre¬ 
hensive book by Jonathan 
Cohen with Mark Willcer- 
son and a two-disc sound¬ 
track of live recordings and 
bootlegs hand-selected by 
Crowe. 

Crowe, a longtime 
friend of the band, admits a 
lot of inspiration for the 
project came from Martin 
Scorsese’s 2005 Bob Dylan 
documentaiy, No Direction 
Home, which also es¬ 
chewed a traditional the¬ 
atrical run. “I felt so 
satisfied and inspired by 
that movie that I wanted to 
listen to more Bob Dylan,” 
Crowe says. “It felt like a 
Bob Dylan experience, and 
I thought that if we can 


make a movie the way a 
Pearl Jam record makes 
you feel, then we’re in 
good shape.” 

The director, who man¬ 
aged to squeeze all the 
band members into his 
Seattle-set romantic come¬ 
dy Singles back in 1992, in¬ 
sists this isn’t your 
standard Behind the Music 
fare. “I’ve always felt that 
the story of Pearl Jam is a 
great stoiy,” Crowe says. 
“It’s beyond just a rock sto¬ 
iy. In fact, it takes the usual 
rock stoiy and turns it on 
its head. The usual rock sto¬ 
iy is incredible promise — 
brilliance, maybe. Tragedy 
cuts it short. And aren’t we 
sad that we’ve lost this 
wonderful opportunity. 
Pearl Jam is exactly the op¬ 
posite. It’s a tragedy that

was surmounted. And 
these guys found joy 
through survival, and 
studying what happened 
with rock before with some 
of their heroes.” 

For the band, while the 
amount of focus and intro¬ 
spection might be uncom¬ 
fortable at first, they’re 
more than happy with the 
finished product. “Maybe 
it’s good that this movie 
kind of happened now. 
We’ve been in grateful 
mode and appreciation 


mode of each other for, I 
think, for quite some time,” 
says lead singer Eddie Ved¬ 
der. “It’s a galvanizing kind 
of moment to look at each 
other. It doesn’t happen 
that often. You look at all 
the crowd reaction, or the 
family that is the people 
that come to see the 
shows,” Vedder says.

Can you safely take Advil 
while you are pregnant? 
Ask your doctor. 

A new study from the 
University of Montreal has 
revealed a possible link be¬ 
tween NS AID painkillers 
and miscarriage. 

While this study is a 
useful reminder that 
women should be cautious 


about taking drugs in preg¬ 
nancy, it certainly doesn’t 
prove anything, says Dr. 
Gideon Koren, director of 
the Motherisk program at 
the Hospital for Sick Chil¬ 
dren in Toronto. 

“It is a national sport in 
Canada to scare pregnant 
women, even through re¬ 
search which cannot prove 
the point,” says Koren of 
the study. 

“As a rule, Motherisk be¬ 
lieves that in pregnancy 


women should not self¬ 
prescribe, but rather talk 
to their physicians on 
needs, benefits and risks.” 

Here’s how the Montre¬ 
al study worked: Using a 
Quebec registry of pa¬ 
tients, researchers found 
4,705 women who had had 
a miscarriage. 

Each case was com¬ 
pared to 10 women in the 
registry who had not had a 
miscarriage. 

They looked back over 


records to find out which 
women had been pre¬ 
scribed NSAIDs by a doc¬ 
tor. NS AIDs include 
celecoxib (Celebrex), rofe- 
coxib (Vioxx), ibuprofen 
(Advil) and naproxen 
(Aleve). 

They found that women 
who received at least one 
prescription for NSAIDs 
were more than twice as 
likely to have a miscar¬ 
riage than women who did 
not. 


The study, which was 
published in the Canadian 
Medical Association Jour¬ 
nal, did not ask women 
whether they actually took 
the drugs, and did not in¬ 
clude information about 
women taking over-the- 
counter Advil and Aleve. 

“The study from Mon¬ 
treal has, we believe, ma¬ 
jor methodological 

problems that do not allow 
drawing a conclusion,” 
says Koren.

0Z claims 
are false 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration and a leading 
doctor are disputing 
claims by television show 
host Dr. Mehmet Oz that 
trace amounts of arsenic in 
many apple juice products 
pose a health risk. 

Oz said on his show last 
week that testing by a New 
Jersey lab has found what 
he implied are concerning 
levels of arsenic in many 
juices. 

However, the FDA says 
the lab methods were not 
appropriate and that its 
own tests show much low¬ 
er arsenic levels. The 
agency warned the show’s 
producers in advance that 
their testing was mislead¬ 
ing. 

Dr. Richard Besser, for¬ 
mer acting head of the 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, also 
scolded Oz.

Concussions have 
an impact on NHL 


O Brain injuries — and how to prevent them — top of 
mind as NHL training camps begin © Few solutions 


With blades hitting the ice 
with the start of NHL train¬ 
ing camps last Saturday, 
the issue of concussions in 
hockey is top of mind for a 
group of doctors, re¬ 
searchers and players who 
want to educate the public 
about the potential long¬ 
term effects of the brain 
injury. 

A public meeting held 
on the weekend at Toron¬ 
to’s St. Michael’s Hospital 
looked at the situations 
under which concussions 
occur and how they can be 
prevented, with a focus on 
teaching young players 
about the dangers of head 
trauma and how to better 
protect themselves. 

“There’s still an attitude 
out there that brain injury

is like a broken arm,” said 
neurosurgeon Dr. Michael 
Cusimano, who helped or¬ 
ganize the conference. 
“We take our brains for 
granted, and we need to 
have people realize that 
you can’t take your brain 
for granted.” 


Michael Hutchison, a 
post-doctoral fellow in in¬ 
jury prevention at St. 
Mike’s, presented findings 
from a study of almost 200 
concussions that occurred 
among NHL players from 
the start of the 2007 sea¬ 
son to mid-season 2010. 

By analyzing video clips 
of incidents that led to 
those brain injuries, 
Hutchison found that, not 
surprisingly, most are 
caused by direct hits to the 
head involving actions by 
other players — predomi¬ 
nantly head shots with a 
shoulder, elbow or gloves. 
The study also showed that 
forwards incurred more 
concussions than defence- 
men.

Jack is only 3 
Vi years old 
but he has a 
portfolio. 
With $1,600 
in his RESP 
(Registered 
Education 
Savings Plan), he is starting 
down a lifelong path of sav¬ 
ing and investing. 

Since he’s my grandson, 
my goal is to make sure 
that his nascent portfolio 
grows happily and safely 
until he heads off into the 
post-secondary world. 

With some predicting 
that the cost of a four year 
degree will hit $100,000 by 
the time he is of university 
age, I’d rather he have a 
shot at higher learning 
without being encumbered 
by a debt that will haunt 
him well into his 30s. 

His parents, Jeff and 


Claudia (my daughter), 
have all the usual chal¬ 
lenges of young moms and 
dads from mortgages and 
car loans to saving for their 
retirement, not to mention 
all the wants that assail 
young homeowners from 
new carpeting to upgrading 
their kitchen. It’s tough to 
find extra dollars for sav¬ 
ings. Do they put those 
scarce funds in a TFSA (tax- 
free savings account), RRSP, 
RESP or devote the money 
to paying down debt? 

Eveiy situation is differ¬ 
ent, but in Jeff and Clau¬ 
dia’s case, I’d rather a bit of 
money be devoted to Jack’s 
RESP eveiy month than to 
their RRSPs, if they have to 
make the choice. 

And that’s because edu¬ 
cation is a shorter-term ob¬ 
ligation. Jack will be 
heading off to college or 
university decades before 
Jeff and Claudia retire. 

While RRSPs provide a 
tax deduction, the

Higher income families 
will get a little less on the 
first $500 and lower income 
families more, but the aver¬ 
age Canadian can count on 
that grant annually up to a 
maximum of $7,200 over 
the life of the plan. 

Once the money is inside 
an RESP you have to decide 
what to do with it. I posed 
this question to Jack as he 


hammered the siding on 
my house with his new 
tools. He didn’t have an an¬ 
swer. Jeff and Claudia don’t 
have an answer either. 

A bank advisor, eager to 
sell investment products, 
has already contacted 
them. Should they go with 
mutual funds? And if so, 
which of the 15,000 are 
their best bet?

Eddie Robinson admits he 
had never heard of Halifax 
until talk of him playing 
basketball in the city began 
to surface. 

“I actually thought it was 
closer to Toronto,” grinned 
the former NBAer. “I 
Googled it on the map and 
was like, wait a minute. 

“But it’s always fun to go 
to a different place and ex¬ 
perience different cul¬ 
tures.” 

Robinson and fellow for¬ 
mer NBAer Rodney Buford 
were the star attractions at 
yesterday morning’s much 
anticipated Rainmen press 
conference. 

The presser to announce 
the signing of four players 
was dubbed by the team as 
“undoubtedly the largest in 


franchise history” and saw 
both local and national me¬ 
dia in attendance. 

The two signings, along 
with returnees Talielc 
Brown and DeAndre 
Thomas, were the first by 
the Rainmen since joining 
the new National Basket¬ 
ball League of Canada. 

The 35-year-old Robin¬ 
son last suited up in the 
NBA during the 2003-04 
season with the Chicago 
Bulls. In his five-year NBA 
career, the six-foot-nine 
guard/forward — who also 
played for the Charlotte 
Hornets — averaged seven 
points and 2.7 rebounds per 
game. He hasn’t played 
professionally since 2008. 

“I just love playing,” 
Robinson said of his reason 


for coming to Halifax. “This 
game will take you any¬ 
where — it will take you all 
over the world.... once I got 
the call, I said yes immedi¬ 
ately.” 

Buford, 33, played in the 
NBA for the Miami Heat, 
Philadelphia 76ers, Mem¬ 
phis Grizzlies, Sacramento 
Kings and New Jersey Nets 
from 1999 to 2005. The six- 
foot-five shooting guard av¬ 
eraged 6.4 points and 2.6 
rebounds per game. 

After playing the last sev¬ 
eral years professionally 
overseas, Buford was look¬ 
ing to be closer to his home 
in Nebraska. 

“Everywhere I go I don’t 
plan on going there for a 
week and leaving,” Buford 
said. “I plan on staying for

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Prison gives Danton 
tools to aid teammate 

O Former Saint Mary’s Huskie administers first aid to convulsing player

who served five years be¬ 
hind bars for a failed mur- 
der-for-hire plot, rushed to 
the aid of IFK Ore team¬ 
mate Marcus Bengtsson, 
who was convulsing on the 
ice after a hard hit Sunday 

Danton, 30, was released 
from prison in 2009 and 
then played two seasons 
with the Saint Maiy’s 
Huskies before signing this 
summer with IFK Ore, 
which plays in the third tier 
of Sweden’s pro system. 

“One of the luxuries of 
my prison experience af¬ 
forded me to take a first aid 
course and become certi¬ 
fied in first aid response,” 


Danton wrote in his blog on 
the website of DT, a 
Swedish newspaper. 

According to Danton’s 
blog, Bengtsson took a late 
hit with about 14 minutes 
left in the game against 


Soderhamn/Ljusne. He lay 
on the ice suffering convul¬ 
sions for six or seven min¬ 
utes. 

“As his eyes continued to 
roll into the back of his 
head, his mouth finally 


opened a bit,” wrote Dan¬ 
ton, who is captain of the 
Swedish team. “It was at 
that time that I jammed my 
fingers into his mouth and 
clawed his tongue.” 

Bengtsson was taken to 
hospital in Mora, about a 
35-minute drive from Furu- 
dal. Danton wrote that 
Bengtsson was alert in hos¬ 
pital but had no memoiy of 
the incident. 

IFK Ore went on to win 
the game 4-3. 

Danton scored nine 
goals in 87 NHL games with 
the St. Louis Blues and New 
Jersey Devils. He helped 
Saint Maiy’s win a Canadi¬ 
an university hockey cham¬ 
pionship while 

maintaining a straight A av¬ 
erage.

O Did you want to be an athlete or a rock star? © Genetics screening will 
help detect predispositions toward certain skills, strengths and attributes 


Ever wonder what you 
were bom to be? The next 
Katy Perry? Or Sidney 
Crosby? Well, 20 years 
from now, you won’t be 
wondering — you’ll know. 

Here’s how: Genetic 
screening in early child¬ 
hood will detect specific 
genes that offer a predispo¬ 
sition to certain skills, al¬ 
lowing parents to direct 
their children toward ca¬ 
reers that they were just 
born to have. 

“There are already op¬ 
tions available to test for 
things like traits,” said Jill 
Davies, director of genetics 
at Medcan Clinic in Toron¬ 
to. “You can predict what a 
person’s eye colour will be, 
or whether they’re going to 
be sprint runners.” 

Consider this: ACTN3 is 
a gene found in many 
elite-level ath¬ 
letes. A varia¬ 
tion in this 
gene can

In 20 
years, 50 per cent could be¬ 
come 100 per cent if two 
genetically predisposed 
parents have kids.

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The vehicle of tomorrow

O Imagine a car that uses solar 
energy and recycled materials to 
save energy — and the planet 


The automobile of 2031 
can seat one to two passen¬ 
gers, depending on the 
model. Instead of gasoline, 
this vehicle operates on 
electric power, which is 
obtained through the solar 
panel roof and electric 
charge (power outlets). 

As the car is running, the 
power charged from the so¬ 
lar panel is stored in bat¬ 
tery cells underneath the 
driver’s seat and vehicle. 

All of the interior, exte¬ 
rior body panels and cov¬ 
ers are made from 
recycled metals and plas¬ 
tics (to reduce manufactur¬ 
ing new resources and 
materials). 

Each wheel runs on its 
own individual motor, re¬ 
sulting in more power and 
traction. The new suspen¬ 


sion and wheel design is 
much simpler, making it 
easier to repair, fix and 
find replacement parts. 

Instead of using air-filled 
tubes, the individual sus¬ 
pensions (positioned in six, 
similar to spokes) act as the 
rubber cushioning. The 
wheels maintain the same 
shock absorption as stan¬ 
dard suspensions while 
eliminating the chance of 
rubber tire failures. 

One of the most unique 
features of this vehicle is 
its capability to have the 
front and rear wheels fold 
in together. As the wheels 
move in, the wheelbase 
shortens, making it easier 
to turn around.

O Online video is inspiring global 
conversations and will change the 
way we approach world issues 


The Internet is bringing 
people around the world 
together to tackle the chal¬ 
lenges facing our genera¬ 
tion. In 2031, it will have 
radically changed the way 
we approach our collective 
challenges, thanks to some¬ 
thing Chris Anderson, cura¬ 
tor of the global TED con¬ 
ferences, calls crowd-accel¬ 
erated innovation. 

It’s the use of online video 
to speed up innovation. You 
create a video and post it on 
YouTube. Tens of thousands 
of people watch it, share it, 
talk about it, vote on it...and 
are inspired to create their 
own video building on yours. 
And so on. And so on. 

In the year 2031, a gener¬ 
ation of passionate activists, 
artists, scientists and entre¬ 
preneurs around the world 
will build projects together. 

Because we can all be 
each other’s inspiration, 


supporters, collaborators 
and critics, web video offers 
the potential for challenges 
to be approached from 
many perspectives with 
stronger solutions. 

The global conversation 
is already growing. Consid¬ 
er the TED conferences, 
which are built on the 
mantra of “ideas worth 
spreading.” 

Goran Kimovslci, organ¬ 
izer of TEDxKids@BC in 
Vancouver, said change will 
occur because of “the sum 
of tools and platforms that 
will enable the formation 
of true communities with 
no actual boundaries that 
can be represented geo¬ 
graphically.” 

Tara Mahoney is the cre¬ 
ative director of Gen Why, 
an organization that uses 
the Internet to inspire the 
millennial generation to 
make a difference. 


“As the largest and most 
global generation in human 
history, there is immense 
power in youth being con¬ 
nected to one another,” she 
said. “The Internet (and 
access to it) might be one of 
the most important politi¬ 


cal issues of our time.” 

The UN recently declared 
Internet access a basic 
human right, meaning that 
no government can deny 
people access to the Inter¬ 
net. It’s clear from move¬ 
ments occurring around the 


world that Internet access 
can translate to having a 
voice, and it becomes more 
difficult to dismiss the Inter¬ 
net as a luxury. 

In the future, the Inter¬ 
net will expand from a 
human right to a demo¬ 


cratic necessity. If in the 
next 20 years we take 
advantage of it, a better 
world is within reach.

New meaning to making some green 



Are profitability and effect¬ 
ing social change mutually 
exclusive? Not in 2031. 
Social entrepreneurs will be 
applying innovative solu¬ 
tions to pressing social prob¬ 
lems to achieve sustainable 
profit margins while effect¬ 
ing social good. 

“Challenges like pover¬ 
ty, hunger and the envi¬ 
ronment have been around 
for some time. Traditional 
approaches 
f ^ have yet to 
■- create sys¬ 


temic and sustainable 
change. We need a fresher, 
more unique approach — 
social entrepreneurship — 
to tackle these issues,” said 
Craig Keilburger, co-founder 
of Free the Children and its 
social enterprise arm, Me to 
We. 

Based on this need, it’s 
predictable that within one 
generation, social enterprise 
will become a third sector 
working par¬ 
allel to profit 
. / and non-for- 
. profit sec¬ 
tors. 


Annalea Krebs, founder 
of ethicalDeal, an online 
company that uses the 
group buying model to 
make green mainstream, 
agrees that we’re at a tip¬ 
ping point. “The demand 
for products and services 
that are healthy for the 
planet and the community 
is increasing. More and 
more companies are 
demonstrating that you can 
make profit with pur- 
pose.” In 20 
; years, this 


will be the norm. 

The first step, said Keil¬ 
burger, is to make the spir¬ 
it of entrepreneurialism a 
part of everyday life 
through the school system, 
development opportunities 
and institutes like MaRS, a 
not-for-profit that works to 
commercialize publicly 
funded medical research 
with the help of private 
enterprise. 

“People are tired of busi¬ 
ness as usual. The hope is 
that this time, we can and 
will do things differently,” 
said Krebs. “Social entre¬ 
preneurs have always 
believed this.” 


And in 2031, this belief 
will be a reality. 

Today there are examples 
of successful social entre¬ 
preneurship business mod¬ 
els, such as the Oxfam Store 
in Europe. The store is a 
direct result of government, 
entrepreneurs and com¬ 
munity members, focusing 
on developing opportuni¬ 
ties for social enterprise to 
thrive. 

There will be a necessity 
for organiza¬ 
tions to 
focus 


on methods to achieve 
financial objectives while 
creating a social return. It 
will be this collaboration 
that will lead to more sus¬ 
tainable and viable solu¬ 
tions to the economic and 
social problems we face.
